CHICAGO, March 15.—Passenger
traffic managers of all the western
lines met in the committee rooms of
yvesterday to discuss plans to reduce
the speed of passenger trains. Their
conciusions wili be presented to the
officers of the operating departments
and a deflnite plan for concerted ac-
tion will be taken wup at the next
meeting. It Is probable that some of
the accommodation trains which have
been operated at g loss, will be dis-
continued.
